see the Sunshine State as green as 
ever. t 

It required round-the-clock ef- 
forts with new equipment > and | 
techniques to keep the attractions! 
from being destroyed by the sub- 
freezing weather, but the almost 
impossible was accomplished. 

At Caribbean’ Gardens `near | 
Naples water from 60 to 80. foot 
wells which maintain a 70 degree 
temperature was utilized to warm 
the soil by sprinkling until the 
mercury. reached 35 degrees. Then! 
irrigation was stopped to permit 
plants to dry out before the freez- 
ing mark was reached. 

In addition, three artesian flow- 
ing wells furnishing water for the 
11 acres of lakes were kept flow- 
ing. Heafers and infra-red lamps 
in’ the. greenhouses protected the 
delicate orchids and air plants- 

It took 48,000 gallons of fuel oil 
and over 1600 heaters built in-Cal- 
ifornia to save the flowers at Cy- 
press Gardens. The .heatefs burned 
for 16, hours.the first night and 15 
hours the following night. 

“What damage there was,” said 
Chief Gardener Vernon : Rutter, 
Sr., “occurred among the tender, 
tropical plants such as banana 
plants. But 95 per ceht of the wint- 
er plants and blossoms came 
through.” 

They were sleepless nights and
